On 4 June 1950, 36 single-engine planes with in-line engines 

wera standing on the southern and aastern edges of the field, 

ana 5 twineangine planes were in front of the hangars. The 

fuel tenks previously ssen on the northern sdze of the field 

were no longer there. A wooden shed with four antenna masts, 
arranved in a square, was in the wastern section of the field. (4) 
The masts were connected with sach other and with the roof of 

the wooden shed. A truck with a box like superstructure and with 
out wheels waa 500 meters to the west. A braced steel mast, about 
15 meters high, was nearby and at its siae waxe two trucks, one 
with an attached renerator.
